Seven-Hour Battle Takes Place 


in the Very Heart of 


Mexico City. 


Mexico City, Fob. 12.— The federals 
and rebels fought a seven-hour battle 
in the heart of tho city. 
When dark­ 
ness put an end to tho fighting neith­ 
er side appeared to have gained any 
marked advantage. 
Estim ates of the casualties run as 
high as 1,000, although accurate infor­ 
mation 
cannot 
be 
obtained 
at this 
time. 
The dead 
certainly 
w ill 
be 
counted by the hundreds. 
Foreign residents for tho most part 
kept under cover, but three Am eri­ 
cans suffered from stray bullets. They 
are Lloyd Osborne, the author, who 
was shot in tho thigh; Dr. it. H. Mc- 
Crosson of Lincoln, Neb., ami M ark 
Johnson, a negro, of Madison, Iii. 
A rtillery 
played the chief part in 
the fighting, but rifle tire was kept j 
up continuously, through more or less 
Ineffectively. 
President Madero and i 
his m inisters 
expressed 
satisfaction j 
w ith the work. 
General Felix Diaz, in his arsenal 
stronghold, appeared aa difiant as at 
any tim e since he was released from I 
prison by the mutinous soldiers and 
promises a repetition of the terrific i 
bombardment, the fierceness of which ! 
is attested by the many partially de- , 
stroyed structures within a radius of 
half a mile. 
The greatest loss of life resulted in I 
the charge of rurales, who, with a dar­ 
ing amounting to foolhardiness, moved j 
against a rebel battery which mowed 
down men and horses almost to ex- ! 
Unction. 


Tries to Prevent Fighting. 


The execution done in the prolonged 
engagement was sufficient in the belief j 
of Senor de la Barra and the diplo­ 
matic 
representatives to 
warrant a 
further 
attem pt 
to 
prevent another 
battu* within the city. 
Senor de la Barra sent a message to j 
President Madero saying: 
“ In the name of hum anity and as 
a Mexican who is free of all political 
and revolutionary parties I 
wish to 1 
offer my services in any way possible I 
to effect peace without further blood* ! 
shed.” 
Madero replbd, thanking him, but 
declaring that no terms other than an ! 
unconditional surrender could be made 
with Diaz. 
That the president is determined to I 
make this a iinish fight Is evident, J 
though not more so than Diaz, who j 
realizes that there will be no clemency 
In case of surrender. 
Almost within stone’s throw of each 
oth* r these two lighting forces, each 
armed 
with more than 
twenty can­ 
non, 
are 
tearing 
at 
each 
other’s 
throat arni they expect to continue the 
struggle regardless of the incidental 
loss of life. 
The diplomats notifitxl their nations, 
when fighting appear' d inevitable, to 
take tare of themselves in the best 
way possible. 
Madero had refused or 
had neglected to answer the note in 
w'hich he wan a skid if he would be 
able to give protection to the foreign 
residents and Diaz, in replying to a 
sim ilar request, had frankly acknowl­ 
edged his inability to do so.
